“We have no desire, nor is it 
within our province, to make any 
political suggestion, much less to 
attempt to enforce any political 
views. We address ourselves solely 
to the questions asked, and it is 
for the Allied governments to de- 
termine whether what we believe 
to be the condition of the Ameri- 
can investment market can be met. 


SUMS UP SITUATION 


“It goes without saying that as 
bankers we should not ask the 
American investor to buy German 
bonds unless and until the Allies 
have in their own time, in their 
own way and for their own rea- 
sons, determined upon a policy 
which will, in our opinion, serve 
as security to the bondholders. If 
this very simple and obvious fact 
ie borne in mind, it will, I think, 
be found that most of the ques- 
tions now under discussion answer 
themselves.”

IN COLORADO 


Terrific Pressure Struck 
in Union Company Bore 
on Wellington Dome 


— —— 


Word was received here yester- 
day that a heavy flow of gas had 
been struck in the Union Ou Com- 
pany’s Mitchell No. 1, on the Well- 
ington dome near Fort Collins, 
Cole. The gas pressure is reported 
to have been so great that, on at- 
tempting to close the valve it he- 
came frozen. A new control valve 
now is being installed. * 

The Mitchel) well ia ap- 
proximately three-quarters of . 
mile from the discovery weil on 
the Wellington dome which blew 
in on November 11, last, and at- 
tracted nationa! attention, flowing 
gas for forty-nine days before be- 
ing capped. The discovery well 
has a nelevation above sea level 
at 6480 feet. The Mitcheil well 
to the south has an elevation of 
6416 feet. The log stiows that it} 
is about twenty feet shallower than | 
the discovery well. 

The 1 1 of the sand in the 
Mitchell hole had been expected 
at 42300 feet, and inasm as 
showings of gas had been e un- 
tered while making hole for 
last few hundred feet precaution 
had been taken by the drill cr 
to prevent a repetition of the 
Wellington blow-out, 

It is probable that further drill- 
ing will be required in order to 
determine the presence of an en- 
bearing sang. 

The Fort Collins well, being 
drilled by the Union, is reaming at 
4386 feet. It ia eleven miles south 
of the discovery well and three 
miles north of Fort Collins. 

Owing to the loose nature of the 
shale, eight and one-half-inch cas- 
ing was cemented and the six 
one-quarter-inch is 
tools into the sand. is 
pionger well on the dome.
